Chicago, Aug. 28.—S tate’s Attorney 
Robert E. Crowe charged in his argu­ 
ment before Chief 
Justice 
Caverly 
that the “mental disease’’ defense in 
the Leopoid-Loeb m urder hearing is 
a fiction advanced to save Nathabt 
Leopold and Richard Loeb from the 
gallows. 
The s ta te s attorney assailed Dr. 
William 
A. 
White, 
psychiatrist 
of 
Washington, one of the leading alien­ 
ists for the defense, 
“lf these boys 
are suffering from a mental disease, 
why didn’t they give it a nam e?” ask­ 
ed Crewe. 
Crowe said “the mental 
disease v.ould disappear very rapidly 
if the cause for its existence were re­ 
moved.’’ 
“If the state had not fast­ 
ened the crime on these boys. Leo­ 
pold would be enjoying himself in 
the gay capitals of Europe, on the 
85,000 he had wrung 
from 
Jacob 
Franks,” Crowe cried. 
Crowe attached the “honesty” of 
the entire defense. 
W itnesses were 
placed on the stand to testify to faint­ 
ing spells by Loeb, so that alienists 
could be placed on the stand to build 
up a 
defense 
of 
mental 
disease, 
C ro n e said. 
“I contend that this is 
not an honest defense,” Crowe stated. 
• They are just a couple of rats with 
no other way of escape, so they plead 
an insanity defense.” 
Crowe took 
th e 
medical 
report, 
which was prepared by Dr. Harold S. 
Hulburt and I>!\ Karl Bowman of Bos­ 
ton. defense 
alienists, and 
showed 
what he considered discrepancies be­ 
tween this written report and the tes­ 
timony of Dr. Hurlburt from the wit­ 
ness stand. 
The stat ’a attorney pointed to a 
passage Iii the 
report which 
said 
young Loeb rarely had dry dreams. 
Defense testimony indicated he was 
a habitual day dream er. Another pas­ 
sage said Loeb read good literature, 
including 
Dickens 
and 
Thai leery. 
Many

B m J) spent much of his time r< ading 
detective stories. Points such as these 
Crowe pointed to in a strenuous ef­ 
fort to destroy the ‘‘mental disease” 
effuse of the young slayers. 
Members of the Leopold and Loeb 
families schooled Nathan and Richard 
in what to say and what not to say, 
.tnd then called in the doctors to ex­ 
amine them, Crowe charged. 
Referring to the contention of Dr. 
W hite the boys could not lie to him, 
Crowe said sarcastically: 
“There is 
no doubt that the boys lied. even as 
the doctors lied to you honor and 
withheld 
information,”

“All this is perjury, pure and simple:

Jacob Franks, father of the mur­

F all the pipe lines of The Logan

nection, and that is that the cost of all 
this material and labor would he al­ 
most fift> percent more today than in 
the years in which it was done, and that 
is what it is actually worth today, be­ 
cause it has been kept in efficient use­ 
able condition by constant inspection 
and repair.

Tlmra arc farmers who follow the 
practice of cutting sweet clover hay 
with a binder aud cure It in long 
shocks. 
The farmers who follow this 
practice seem to agree that the meth­ 
od is a good one 
The practice is 
when dry to put it In the barn or to 
stack it in round stacks like grain. 
The advantages claimed for this meth­ 
od are that It saves the leaves and 
that the labor saved is a much bigger 
item rhan the cost of twine. 
Also, 
with the binder, It is easy to get the 
high stubble that is necessary lf one 
is not to kill the plants. 
For farmers who do not have a lot 
of corn or potato cultivating to do, it 
is probably preferable to cut the sweet 
clover hay with a mower at about the 
same date that the first cutting of 
alfalfa would come. If should he raked 
as soon as wilted. 
If the acreage Is 
small and labor Is available, It may 
be put In cocks and hauled to the 
barn when dry’ 
If the hay louded Is 
to be used. It should be turned Into 
windrows with a side delivery rake 
as soon as wilted so as to save the 
leaves. 
In any case, keep In mind that the 
essential for good sweet clover hay 
is to get It Into windrows or cocks 
as soon as wilted so that the leaves 
may he preserved. 
The same care In 
handling so as to save leaves Is of 
almost equul importance with ordinary 
red or alsike clover and alfalfa as 
with sweet clover. 
If a mower is 
used some devh* * Is necessary for 
raising tho cutting bar if one is to 
avoid killing the plants.
